— The fart 
that farmers of Ohio are commencing 
to fake an increased Interest lo the 
affair* of the college of agriculture of 
Dido Strife university, arid not only of 
the college In particular, but of tho 
unlver*ity In general, aa a result of 
what has com# to he known as ' the 
Dean Price < a*e,” Is being more and 
mor** Impressed on official cl reb** in 
Columbus, This Interest la crystalliz­ 
ing Info what promises to be a con 
tarted demand for a larger farmer rep- 
t Mentation on the board of trustee* of 
the university, which demand ha* just 
been voiced to Governor Willis in an 
open letter, published In the Ohio 
Htafo Journal, from Willis O. Wing of 
Mechanicsburg 
Ohio Htnte university was founded 
as a collage of agriculture, but that 
fact seemed to have been overlooked 
by university authorities until Dean 
Price took charge of the college about 
twelve year.** ago. 
It was not until 
that time that th# college of agricul­ 
ture commenced to grow. 
Dean Pri< a 
did not content al nile if with working 
only In the schoolroom, with the 200 
or .JOO boys then In attendance at. th a 
college 
Instead ne worked both In­ 
side and out side the schoolroom; he 
fought for the college day In and day 
out, until last school year the number 
of students under him was more than 
1,200 and the college occupied third 
place of ail auca colleges in the coun­ 
try 
Dean Price even went so far as to 
go to the legislature to tell members 
that the college was not getting tho 
money which Its growth demand* d 
and he succeeded In getting SU,OOO 
which was badly needed. 
Tor this na 
was called before the university trus­ 
tees and scolded, and this was prob* 
ah!)? one 'if the i-easons for the "fric­ 
tion" because of which Dean Price 
was demoted by the board this spring. 


Statem ents Irreconcilable. 
Dean Price s friends never accepted 
the explanations given for his dismis­ 
sal. one being thst while he was a 
good teacher, ne did not possess the 
executive ability necessary In a dean. 
The dean’s friends And It Impossible 
to reconcile (his statement with the 
know'n fact that the college, under 
Professor 
Price's 
management, 
has 
made such unprecedented strides in 
the educational world. 
There Is another explanation given 
which many friends of the university 
think 
more plausible 
It has been 
stated from the university that tnere 
was talk about two years ago of de 
moting Dean Price and giving him a 
professorship 
Now it was Just about 
two vears ago that under the leader­ 
ship of Governor Cox the legislature 
passed 
the 
agricultural 
bill 
which 
placed all agricultural matters In lac 
stat** under one board, in order to 
prevent a dunllcatlon of work and con­ 
sequent duplication of expense with 
cut adequate return. 
This bill made 
the den i of the agricultural college a 
member of the 
tate board of agricul­ 
ture 
!’nive**s!ty authorities opposed this 
bill, anil It is charged that at least a 
part of this opposition came from 
pres de-’t fhcmpson. for t..ie reason 
that he win iom ewhat miffed at tho 
honor shown the dean of the agricul­ 
tural college. 
It was his opinion. 1‘ 
was said that lf such honors were to 
be handed around at the university, 
the proper person to wear them would 
be the president, not the dean of one 
of the colleges 
It is a coincidence, 
if nothin • else, that this law was 
I a sacd, and ta# talk of demoting Dean 
Price began at about the same time 
lf l>ean Price's crime of getting 
Sir. ooh appropriated for agricultural

Thompson Ir mixing his position as 
president of a life Insurance coml any, 
st a large salary, with his duties a* 
president of tne university, also at a 
large salary. It Is known that student 
papers have carri*'*! glaring advertise­ 
ments of this Insurance company, the 
advertisements address-rd directly to 
the students, and with Dr. Thomp 
son’s name as president of the com­ 
pany printed in large, bold faced type. 
The effect of this on students can 
easily 
be Imagined. 
The Inference 
that a student carrying a policy in Dr. 
Thompson's company would stand In 
high favor af toe university would 
certainly be the impression created 
in Horn*' quarters, arui even lf this *s 
rot {rue, the propriety of the presi­ 
dent of a great educational institu­ 
tion. the largest in the state and on * 
or the largest In the country, using 
*nla name in this way In students* pa­ 
pers as a bait for business, is open to 
question, at the least. 
It Is far from 
edifying for those who have the in­ 
terests of th* u n P e ts^ v at heart and 
who have pride in it as a representa­ 
tive Institution of the educational sys­ 
tem of Ohio. 
Price Makes Statement. 
Dean Price, in a statement made 
Wednesday* lays the blame for his de­ 
motion entirely on President Thomp 
son, Dr. Thompson's “regret"at losing 
Dean Price, so often expressed, can 
not vtrv well be reconciled with the 
tacts presented in the dean s state­ 
ment. welch follows, in part: 
“I have been greatly gratified that 
♦ he farmers of Ohio have shown such 
a deep concern in the welfare of the 
college of agriculture. 
Winy Friction Existed. 
"I understand that the substance of 
the explanation gt\en to the farmers 
Dv th*' bourd of trustee* as the cause 
of their action in making a change in 
th*’ deanship of the college was fric­ 
tion between th*' dean and the board. 
It is to he regret ted that the farmers 
could not have had the <ause of the 
friction explained to them That ther# 
has beep friction is beyond dispute. 
and in making this statement I am 
doing so, not that

conditions for the future 
No Explanation. 
“When a in ember of the faculty Is 
misrepresented to the board, there is 
no reeour*# and no protection under 
the present system. 
Notwithstanding 
♦ he fact that I have repeatedly asked 
the president and secretary that, in 
case lav irregularities arose in the 
transaction o* the large volume of 
business of the college, I should bo 
given an opportunity to explain or 
straighten out 
the same, 
yet com­ 
plaints were taken to the hoard con- 
tinualh. and I was never consulted 
about them.

President Thompson exonerate him­

“The causes of friction have been 
due, in rn- judgment, primarily to a
